One hundred thirty-nine years 
after being released from a 
Union prison camp in Ohio, 
Jesse Byrd Sasser was com 
memorated as a Contederate 
War Veteran by his extended 
family.

12 ways to eat 100 calories less per day

It takes an excess of about 
3,500 calories to gain a pound. 
Break that into smaller bites and 
100 extra calories a day can put 
on about 10 pounds a year. The 
good news is losing 10 pounds 
can be as easy as eating 100 
calories less each day for a year. 

Sometimes, we are too hard 
on ourselves when we are trying 
to lose weight. We eat some 
pretty awful tasting foods, forgo 
getting together with friends if 
food is involved, or take the joy 
out of eating through a monoto- 
nous and limited “diet.” While 
people have lost hundreds of 
pounds through some of these 
methods, it is often the same 10 
pounds over and over again! 

One dietary change may: be 
all it takes, Here are some sim- 
ple changes, involving just one 
food; each will decrease your 
daily intake by about 100 calo- 
ries: 

1, Modify your milk. Instead 
of drinking two cups of whole 
milk, switch to two cups of 1% 
low fat or skim milk. The nutri- 
ents are comparable. ; 

2. Modify your mayonnaise. 


Switch from two tablespoons of 
regular mayonnaise to two 
tablespoons of low-fat. mayon- 
naise. 

3. Rethink your drink. 
Substitute a 12-ounce can of a 


‘diet soft drink at 0 calories for a 


similar amount of a regular soft 
drink at 150 calories.” Or, drink 
a cold glass of water, perhaps 
with a slice of lemon. 

4, Downsize your drink. If 
you have been drinking a 20- 
ounce container of a regular soft 
drink, switch to a 12-ounce con- 
tainer size. ' 

5. “Dress,” don’t “Drown” 
your salad. If you have been 
using three or more tablespoons 
of dressing per two cups of 
salad, try cutting back to 1-1/2 
tablespoons of dressing or less, 
Or try some of the reduced calo- 
rie versions or a low-fat vinegar 
dressing. 

6. Size up your cereal bowl. 
A study reported by the Journal 
of the American College of 
Nutrition found the amount of 
cereal eaten by adults was 
approximately twice the serving 
size listed on the box. Try cat- 
ing from a smaller bow! to aid in 
portion control, 

7. Watch your bread and 


spread. Limit the amount of 
bread or rolls and spread eaten 
before the main course to one 
serving when dining out. 

8. Count your cookies: A sin- 
gle medium-sized cookie easily 
can have about 100 calories. 
Often we pop two or more into 
our mouths before we realize it. 

9. Top your potato with fewer 
calories. Try switching from 
butter to sour cream; you can 
have as much as a fourth cup for 
100 calories. For even fewer 
calories, use a light or fat-free 
version. 

10, Lessen your liquor. If you 
drink alcohol, limit your daily 
consumption to one drink for 
women and two drinks for men, 

ll. Be size wise with fast 
food. Try to skip the mayo or 
order water instead of a soft 
drink. Never super size! 

12, Practice portion control 
with popcorn, Popping 
microwave popcom can be a 
daily occurrence in many work- 
places and homes, It is casy to 
eat half a bag or more at a sit- 
ting. To gauge how many cups 
or popcorm you are consuming, 
one cup is about equal in size to 
a baseball or your fist.

The proper hook 
set will put more 
fish in live well 


, Most of us anglers spend way more time trying to figure out 
where we will fish, the best moon phase, and what color or size lure 
we will use than we do thinking about what to do when the fish hits. 
Setting the hook correctly is one of the most important things one 
can do to increase their catch. 

Now I don't mean to try and complicate the relatively simple act 
of setting a hook, but they are a few things we can do to ult the odds 
in out favor when “Ole Bucket Mouth” slurps up our bait. 

We have all heard someone say “'! set the hook so hard I crossed 
that fish's eyes.” Comments like that make for good conversation 
but the truth is brute strength does not have near as much to do with 
getting a good hook set as does proper timing. The other extreme is 
pulling back ‘slowly on the rod applying light pressure when a fish 
is'on., The fish will usually expel the bait. 

There are basically two types of hook sets, the controlled-slack 
hook set and the no-slack hook set. ‘The controlled-slack hook set is 
when the line is not taken up to the point you can feel the fish, but 
almost to this point, and then the hook driven home sharply to insure 
penetration. The controlled-slack hook set is usually used when 
fishing plastic worms, lizards and other soft baits. The rod is, usu- 
ally held high in this situation and enough force is exerted to drive 
the hook through the soft bait it is imbedded in into the mouth of the 
fish. ; 

The no slack hook set method involves leaning toward the fish, 
reeling up any slack until the line is taut and then set the hook. It is 
important to ree] all the slack in, but to not apply pressure on the 
fish. It takes a little practice to get the timing down right. 

When a fish strikes the angler should bring the rod back and up 
fast while holding the reel handle and reeling as soon as the resist- 
ance of the fish is felt. Remember sharp shock force sets hooks; 
slow steady pressure usually dislodges the hook from the fish’s 
mouth. 

After setting a hook it is important to “follow through” just like 
when you are shooting doves. The proper follow through insures 
the line remains tight after the hook is set. An improper follow 
through is when one brings the rod back of the head and too high. 
They often then bring the rod back to the stomach area too fast, cre- 
ating enough slack the fish can through the lure. 

The one way to become proficient at hook setting is by doing a lot 
of it. So next time your sweetie starts complaining about how often 
you go fishing, just tell her you are not fishing, just practicing your 
hook setting skills,
